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ABSTRACT: 

PURPOSE: To improve the appearance without sacrifice of 
open feeling of a 
window of. a center pillarless car, by providing a retractor 
entraining 'over one 

end side of a seatbelt webbing having a shoulder section on 
the underface in 

the central portion of the indoor roof. 

CONSTITUTION: Buckle sections 20C, D are provided at the 
opposite sides of a 

seat and a retractor 21 is arranged on the underface in the 
central portion of 

the indoor roof, then a webbing 20 of a seatbelt is 
entrained. A hook metal 24 

is stopped at the other end of the seatbelt webbing and 
another hook metal 23 

is fitted in the central portion. Then respective hook 
metals 23, 24 are 

engaged with respective buckle sections 20C, D so as. to 
form a lap section 20A 

and a shoulder section 20B. Consequently, even a center 
pillarless car having 

no center pillar for containing the retractor can be fixed 
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with a three point 

seatbelt, and open feeling of window is not damaged when 
the seatbelt is fixed, 

resulting in the improvement of appearance, 
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
